AGE DWARFED BY 


SMOKIE'S PEAKS 


Nature Takes Ten Times as 


Long to Chisel Out Peaks, 
Hall Says 


Hnoxville, Tenn. —UP)— 
Nature 


took ten times as long to chisel out 
the peaks of .the Great Smoky moun- 
tains as to carve the Grand canyon. 


That Is the opinion of Prof. George 


M, Hall, -geologist of the University 
of Tennessee, who has studied the 


reat Smokies extensively since the 


government began the creation of a 
national park there. 


He estimates that some 150,000,000 


years have passed since the peaks, 
many of them more than a mile 
high, were raised skyward by some 
mysterious force. 


This uplifting of a nearly level 


country, he says, occurred In the 
Cretaceous age. Previously there 
had been periods of leveling with 
uplifts Interrupting the general cut- 
ting away of rocks. 


"Say that the Grand canyon has 


all been cut In not more than 15,- 
000,000 years," the professor said. 
"Then tho chiseling out of the 
Smokies has taken as least ten times 
as long. 


"Where the Grand canyon has 


been cut in one cycle or erosion, 
with practically no interruption, cut- 
ting of the Smokies has taken place 
in at least four stages. 


"While rocks exposed at the bot- 


tom of tho Grand canyon are at 
least 800,000,000 years old, the can- 
yon itself, geologically speaking. Is 
a relatively recent feature. It has 
been cut during a. cycle of erosion 
which began late In the Miocene or 
Pliocene time."

Early con- 
sideration, it says, should be given to 
the laying of at least &. 12-inch feeder 
main supplying the north side, with 
Oneida-st from North-st to Wiscon- 
sin-ave, suggested as a desirable lo- 
cation.

PAN-AMERICANISM 


.Last Tuesday, April 14th, was cele- 


brated throughout most of North and 
South America as Pan-American Day. 
It is the first time that any particular 
day has been designated:for this pur- 
pose. Conceived as a day to-be set 
aside by all American republics for the 
special observance and promotion of 
amicable relations between the na- 
tions of this hemisphere, it. was marked 
by good-will meetings of Pan-Ameri- 
can representatives throughout the 
Americas. 
. ' 


Imposing ceremonies-held-in. Wash- 


ington were attended by President • 
Hoover, Secretary of State .Stimson 
and representatives of Latin-America. 
The day was similarly observed in 
Central and South American coun- 
tries, in schools, clubs and official 
gatherings, and by one of the most 
complete radio hook-ups ever concen- 
trated on one program. 


Henry Clay was • one of the first 


practical proponents of Pan-American- 
ism in the United States and his ef- 
forts to establish arid maintain rela- 


• tions of goodwill between.this coun- 
try' arid our southern neighbors formed • 
one of the earliest expositions of Unit- 
ed States' attitude' toward the sister 
republics. ... 
• 


Abraham Lincoln, by many .friend- 


ly acts, carried on this expression of - 
inter-American goodwill. The Pan- 
American movement gradually gained 
momentum through the years, but re- 
ceived £ehewed:-arid practical impetus 
twenty-five years ago when Elihu 
Root, as-secretary of state, began-his 
great work in:its behalf. 


The real-underlying principles of 


this movement have been described in 
many ways and with many different 
conceptions as to its ultimate purpose. 
From the days of Henry Clay and 
Simon Bolivar. many different plans 
of cooperation have been suggested, 
some.'even going so far as to advo- 
cate political unity. 


But:perhaps the best expression or 


definition of Pan-Americanism as it is 
conceived of today in the minds jof 
representatives of all American repub- 
lics who are conversant with the plan, 
is that expressed by Elihu Root at the 
meeting held in Rio de Janeiro in 1906. 
He described Pan-Americanism in 
terms of "broad friendliness." 


"The true function of such a con- 


ference," he said, "is to deal with mat- 
ters of interest which are not really 
subjects of controversy, but 
upon 


which comparison of views and friend- 
ly discussions may smooth away dif- 
ferences of detail, develop substantial 
agreement, and lead to 
cooperation 


along common lines for the attainment 
of objects which all really desire."

The belly Is the front wall of the

in just knowing what belly means. 
The term ls: derived from a Greek 
root meaning bellows. Think of your 
telly aa your bellows, and youlll 
have a better chance to be well.

Savages and animals breathe more 


efficiently than do educated men. 
that Is because they breathe natur- 
ally,' with -the belly; educated men

Back in the dark ages, or 'was It 


the early Victorian, when "limbs" 
was the correct feminine gender of 
legs, some ignoramus conceived the 
idea that it was coarse and vulgar to 
sreathe with' the belly; why, only 
the animals and the lowest of hu- 
man beings breathed that way; so 
;he whole world of snobs, and who 
isn't a snob when he can get away 
with It, began throwing 
out the 


chest and repressing, 
restraining 


and so far as possible concealing the 
existence of the belly. 


Thia notion that' the belly Is not a 


proper part of a refined human be- 
ing has been Instilled in our minds 
!rom the kindergarten right on 
:hrough college and university. To- 
lay the greatest snobs In this par- 
Ocular respect' are college and -uni- 
versity graduates, people who'don't 
really know enough .to 
recognize 


ihelr own crass Ignorance, but who 
iave'the 'cheek to attempt to im- 
pose of the rest of 'the world their 
own little notions of good form and 
propriety. 


We are perhaps more thoroughly 


inoculated with the chesty complex 
here in America than are the people 
of any other country. In our arniy, 
until .we learned something in Eng- 
land and France, 
the ridiculous 


military posture and the 
more 


ridiculous uniform were the least of 
absurdities into which the 
chesty 


complex led us. In all of our physi- 
cal education the throwing out of 
chests and the pulling in of bellies 
ias been a prominent feature and it 
still Is a comical feature in much 
so-called physical training. Any yap 
with enough brains to put some 
gymnastic or calisthenlc movements 
into a program Is almost certain to 
include some choice bits about push- 
ing out the chest and pulling in the 
belly—only he usually calls it the 
abdomen or, If his mind is very 
dirty, the "diaphragm." 


For efficiency, endurance, 
good 


health and 
long lifo one should 


breathe with the diaphragm and the 
belly, and either disregard the chest 
altogether or try to Imagine the 
chest is paralyzed and incapable of 
moving at all. 


This is not so easy as It may seem 


If you have not tried it. You can't 
undo the effects of a lifetime of bad 
education and unnatural habit all,in 
a day, nor in a week, but if you 
once get through your head what 
the diaphragm is and what It should 
do, then, with regular belly breath- 
ing practice for-a-minute or two 
each night and each morning you 
may in time learn something of the 
advantages of natural breathing. 


If you want to try it out on your 


diaphragm just write and say "I 
want to practice belly . breathing" 
and Inclose a stamped envelope 
bearing your address. No clipping 
will suffice.

Enact New Laws

Washington—(CPA)—Public own- 
.ership of electric utilities has made a 
long stride forward In three widely 
separated sections of the United 
.States through the enactment of ne%v 
laws In New York. •Wisconsin and 
Oregon. There Is a revival of activity 
along the same line in the state of 
Washington. 


Tue Now York legislature, in en. 
acting a law for the creation of a 
public power authority for develop- 
ment by the state of the power re- 
sources of the St. Lawrence river, 
brought to a theoretical end a po- 
litlcal controversy that has raged in 
that state for 10 years. However, it 
Is anticipated here that not only will 
there be further disputes within the 
state when the trustees to be ap- 
pointed by governor Roosevelt get 
into action, but that there will be an 
even more serious legal contest be- 
tween the state and federal govern- 
ments. 


Oppose Action 


Governor Roosevelt is understood 


to oppose action even Implying that 
the federal government has any right 
to control power developments on the 
St. Lawrence, although he concedes 
that the war department may prop- 
erly exercise jurisdiction in matters 
of navigation.

and the fact that they are not to 
tand between you and your children 
s also to be accepted.

Go cheerfully on from 
there. Don't act as though you had 
committed a crime when you have 
(erformed an honest action. Accept 
the fact and do not assign more val- 
ue to it than It has.

This word from Attorney General 


Mitchell is the answer given by the* 
administration here to the many 
suggestions that anti-trust suits be 
dispensed with during the business 
depression. 


, For a long time business men have 


been saying that the Hoover admin 
Istratlon on the one hand seeks to 
stimulate business, and on the other 
hand Interferes with Its processes. 
Mr. Mitchell tak'es the position that 
the purposes of the anti-trust laws 
are to protect the consumer "against 
exhorbitant prices and to prevent the 
oppression of the small business man 
and insure to the average individual 
freedom to engage in trade and com 
merce." 


It Is true, however, that the gov- 


ernment has not been, looking for 
technical reasons at this time to at- 
tack business and 
has only been 


handling those cases in which it felt 
It was justifed. 


The attorney general's speech de 


livered at Minneapolis was a signifi 
cant statement of the policy of the 
Hoover administration with referenc 
to many suggestions being made 
from time to time to improve the re- 
lations between the business world 
and the department of justice with 
respect to mergers and consolida 
tlons. Mr. Mitchell thinks that for 
the government to bring about 
agreements restricting production for 
an entire Industry must have the ef- 
fect ultimately of raising prices and 
that the public through the govern 
ment would have to have something: 
to say about the prices to be charged. 
He feels that this would pi t the gov- 
ernment into the business of fixing 
or regulating prices to be charged 


r the public. . 


Find OB* In Advance 


The most striking revelation in Mr. 


Mitchell's speech was his statement 
that as matters stand now business- 
men who submit proposals for mer- 
gers "in advance to the Federal 
Trade commission or to the depart- 
ment of justice find out whether 
their proposals are likely to be the 
subject of attack by the government, 
and no criminal prosecution under 
ihe anti-trust laws has ever been 
instituted when the men Involved had 
any reasonable ground to contend 
that what they did received any pre- 
vious endorsement or approval or 
was even acquiesced in by these sov- 
ernment agencies." 
- What Mr. Mitchell does say is th?t 
sometimes prosecutions have been 
threatened because In some situa- 
tions aspects previously presented to 
government agencies had changed 
because the pe«-sons involved "have 
been acting in bad faith or have gone 
beyond any proposal disclosed to 
these government departments." 


The attorney general thinks that if 


formal approval were given In ad- 
vance by the Federal Trade commis- 
sion through advisory opinions ques- 
tions would continually arise as to 
whether the things actually 
done 


•went beyond the proposals submitted 
and 
the 
criminal 
prosecutions 


•Vould be, as they are today, -not fo- 
anything frankly disclosed in ad- 
vance but for matters developed srK 
sequently." 


These points have been very much 


discussed by businessmen recently 
and while Chairman Raskob of the 
Bemocratlc national committee gave 
currency to the idea of submitting 
mergers in advance to the Federal 
Trade-commission the proposal has 
really been made from time to time 
In the past by Republicans as well as 
Democrats prominent in public life. 
Mr. Mitchell says he has no serious 
objection to trying such an arrange- 
ment but doesn't think it will work. 
The importance of the attorney gen- 
eral's speech is that the administra- 
tion Is recognizing the public dis- 
cussion as to the need for modern- 
izing the anti-trust laws.

Argentine since Tuesday have com- 
pletely upset recent negotiations lor 
the stabilization of the currencies of 
both countries. 
The status of the 


$60.000,000 credit, which was grant- 
ed to the bank of Spain early this 
month, U uo.v IicIS to fce unccrtaJr 
in view of the change 
in govern' 


ment. Thursday the national bank 
of Buenos Aires withdrew its sup- 


. port from the exchange market as a 


sequel to tho resignation Wednes- 
day of the Argentine cabinet. This 
led to a violent decline in the rate 
of Argentine exchange and to fur- 
ther losses in Argentine 
dollar 


bonds. 


The attitude of the new Spanish 


administration toward foreign cred- 
its is naively expressed in dispatch- 
es quoting the Spanish finance min 
ister to the effect that stabilization 
of the peseta does not seem to be 
urgent to the government. His argu- 
ment was that if the country is well 
administered it can produce a bal 
ance of trade that will -bring the ex- 
change back to parity. He also took 
the attitude that foreign loans sub- 
jected debtor nations "to a sort of 
tutelage." 


Arranged After Probe 


The 560,000,000 banking 
credit 


was arranged after the bank for in- 
ternational settlements had investi- 
gated conditions in Spain and had 
expressed a willingness to cooper- 
ate In stabilizing the exchange of 
tho country. A considerable part of 
this credit was taken in behalf of 
American bankers. 
The bank of 


Spain is understood to have depos 
ited, 513,000,000 with the bank for 
international settlements as a sup- 
plement to the credit. Just J-ow far 
the bank of Spain had proceeded Jn 
onaking use of the' credit to stabilize 
.exchange Is not known, but there 


lad been evidence 
in the market 


that support was being given to the 
peseta just prior to the abdication 
of King Alfonso. It obviously will be 
somewhat embarrassing to the bank 
for international settlements to have 
. its first important effort at currency 
stabilization in Europe meet with 
such a cool attitude on the part of 
the new Spanish government. 


In the Argentine the provisional 


government has been pursuing a 
policy 
of 
stabilizing 
exchange 


through continuous shipments 
of 


gold to New York 
and London. 


These exports to New York amount 
ed to about $28,000,000 on the last 
movement and were expected to go 
on increasing. 


Hurts Credit Relations 


They were a considerable portion 


of the total imports of $25,661,000 
•..reported in the March foreign trade 
figures today and the largest single 
item in the total gold imports for 
the three months to March 31 of 
over 
$76,000,000. It 
now appears 


that the national bank 
in Buenos 


Aires has at least temporarily taken 
the position that it will not support 
exchange until a. clearer political at- 
mosphere develops. 


These incidents tend to discourage 


efforts being made to. assist foreign 
countries- with American 
credits, 


either in the form 
of short term 


banking credits or in that 
of long 


term loans. Negotiations along this 
line have come up against a series 
of political uprisings since the Fas- 
cist demonstration in Germany last 
September. Just when the interna- 
tional situation appears to be im- 
proving, incidents of the sort that 
have occurred this week in Spain 
and in the Argentine develop and 
put a stop to credit arrangements. 


The March foreign trade figures 


Thursday show another heavy de- 
crease in exports and Imports com- 
pared with the same month 
last 


year. The value of outgoing trade 
was $'132,000,000 less than in March, 
1930, a reduction of 36 per cent. In- 
coming trade dropped $80,000,000, or 
about 30 per cent. For he March 
quarter, total trade decreased $732,- 
000,000, or over 36 per cent. In the 
same period imports of gold fell off 
$32,000,000 from the same quarter 
of 1930. They were sufficient, how- 
ever, to bring the gold holdings of 
the United States up to a new high 
record level.

I-BEAM WAS FIRST 


USED BY PINE TREE 


Man Got Idea for Greatest 


Structural Idea from. Nat- 
ural Source 
Seattle, Wash.—UP)— The I-beam 


—form of greatest strength in steel 
—was invented by tree roots. 


The trees use it for the same pur- 


pose that man applies the shape in 
his building materials, for greater 
support. 


The latest 
example of 
I-beam 


shaped roots is found in bogs near 
Seattle by George B. Rigg, profes- 
sor of botany, and E. S. Harrer, of 
the college of forestry, at the Uni- 
versity of Washington. 


Their curiosity was aroused by 


lali pines in bogs which stood un- 
bent while similar pines in nearby 
solid ground 
were 
uprooted in 


strong winds. 


They found first of all, they re- 


port to the American Association 
tor the Advancement of 
Science, 


that these bog pine roots were all 
near the surface, barely two feet 
deep, spreading in a top layer of 
peat. But the roots had enormous 
spread, being 
twice as 
long as 


young trees, and running out 47 
feet for a 60-foot tall tree. 


This spread accounted only partly 


for the pine's tight hold on the 
ground. Virtually none of the older 
roots were round. They had assum- 
ed the familiar shapes of structural 
steel, some of them T-girder and 
other I-beam. 


These shapes lay with their long- 


er sides vertical. The botanists con- 
cluded that the shapes developed by 
continual slight pressure due to sup- 
porting the trunk.

Phoenix, Arii. — tvhten is a man 


too old to fight? 
George W. P. Hunt, America's 


most re-elected governor, can't an- 
•wer that one yet. 
Hunt is 72. But since regaining 


the governorship this year, be mill- 
tantly plan* not only Arizona's 
Boulder Dam fight against the fed- 
eral and several state governments, 
but a seaport for his inland slate. 


"Arizona'* future Is brilliant for 


a state Id years old— pro^Icuns cur 
rights aren't taken from us, and 
they shall not be If I can prevent 
it." says the governor, asking funds 
for legal and engineering talent to 
push the suit In the nation's Su- 
preme Court challenging the con- 
stitutionality oC the Boulder Dam 
bfll. That will be a real fight. Hunt 
claim's Arizona's water power re- 
sources are being "plundered" for 
the benefit of Los Angeles. 


He's also at work on a plan to 


*ain Arizona's access to a port on 
the Gulf of California which ex- 
tends up to a. point Just south of 
Arizona's southern boundary. 
As 
this is in Mexico, he urges proceed- 
ings to bring State Department ne- 
gotiations with a view of winning a 
seaport for a state that has much 
desert land. Maybe another battle. 


Has Conquered Odds 


Hunt's life has been one of bat- 
tling odds. 
He came a penniless 


prospector to Arizona. He was the 
state's first governor. 
He's- the 


present governor, in 
office 
after 


beating the man who beat him two 
years ago. 
After eight years of schooling in 


Missouri, Hunt went to Colorado as 
« prospector. Two years brought no 
success; with a burro he trudged 
Into Globe, Ariz, in 1881. He was a 
restaurant waiter there, 
also a 


miner. He became dellveryman for 
a firm—and 
10 years later, the 


firm's president. 
Globe progressed from a mining 


camp to an incorporated town. Hunt 
was elected first mayor. 
He was 


county treasurer a year. Then came 
four terms in the territorial legis- 
lature—twice In each house. 
He 


•was immigration commissioner. 


Hunt supported Arizona's state- 


hood aspirations, and was president 
of the upper houses at the last two 
territorial legislatures. 
The con- 


stitutional convention, to formulate 
the state constitution, had Hunt as 
president. 
Arizona gained statehood in 1912 


—with Hunt as governor. He was 
re-elected. The third time, he was 
declared defeated, and another man 
seated. Hunt carried the light to the 
Supreme Court, was declared elected 
and seated for a year of the term. 


Minister to Siam 


President Wilson sent Hunt to 


Siam in 1920 as American minister. 
Hunt preferred the excitement of 
politics to the calmer diplomatic 
work. He resigned, returning to be 
again elected governor in 1922, and 
again re-elected for two more terms. 


John C. Phillips, also self-made, 


defeated Hunt in 1928. Last fall, 
Hunt came back to defeat Phillips. 
In her 19 years of statehood, Ari- 
zona has had but three men as gov- 
«rnor. Hunt, the first governor, is 
serving his seventh term. 


"When he first became governor, 


Hunt forced through a capital pun- 
ishment abolishment 
Two year* 


later, hanging was re-enacted as a 
penalty over Hunt's efforts. 
This 
year, the governor-oft-elect suggest- 
ed that the legislature find a means 
for death penalty" "less barbarious, 
less revolting than the one* used at 
present." A measure substituting 
lethal gas for the noose was pre- 
sented and passed—but Hunt vetoed 
it.One of his first official acts was 
abolishing striped clothes for con- 
victs, and his pioneer honor work 
for prisoners drew praise or criti- 
cism from all over the United States. 
He introduced highway construction 
with prison camps. 


Makes Lawmakers Work 


Hunt's legislative recommenda- 


tions receive attention, even though 
they don't always pass. 
He has 


called many special sessions on pro- 
jects failing at the regular session. 
A few years ago, he called eight 
special sessions in two years—most- 
ly in hot summer—to get over high- 
way administration laws. The law- 
makers found a counter-irritant by 
doubling their own pay. The $15 
per diem per member is one of the 
highest scales in America, and ex 
tra sessions can eat terrific holes 
into state funds. 


The Hunt office routine follows a 


set schedule at the capitol. He's on 
the job at 8 a. m. And until 3 p. m 
he handles a phenomenal number 
of callers by keeping them right to 
their subjects and getting right 
down to facts in his own replies 
He's an able campaigner, speaks 
his mind freely, and if a "broad' 
joke or remark best suits explain 
ing a point, he'll use It, even at a 
meeting.

Nicaragua 
Population Is 


Small, but Is a Big Prob- 
lem to America 


BY RODNEY BUTCHER 


Washington — The earthquake 


• •truck Nicaragua ta she waa striv- 


ing • to rehabilitate herself after 
yean of unrest and revolt, engag 


•• tnc In a struggle rendered, all the 


nor* bitter by the recent world- 
wide depression which gripped her 
principal industries. 


Anyone who haa traveled through 


Latin America, where national af- 
fairs, national life and national de- 
velopments are nearly always prim- 
arily concentrated In national cap- 
itals, realizes the likely effect on 
the entire republic of the disaster 
which befell Managua. 


Proportionately, the calamity is 


not so great when one recalls that 
Nicaragua's population of 638,000 is 


~ not'equal to that of various Amcr 


lean cities. And that Nnagua is not 
as large as many of our cities of 
which the average American hardly 
•ver has heard. 
U. S. Ran Election 


But the little Central American 
' republic has been very large in our 
foreign 'affairs. American marines 
have-been in Managua often and for 
longer periods than in any other 
foreign capital. This country stop- 
ped Nicaragua's last revolution and 
enforced the "free and fair election' 
which gave her the government 
which Instituted her recent program 
of national 
reconstruction. 
We 


maintained the stability of the gov 
eminent and gave our blessing to 
the program. 


Now, after the sudden double af- 


. fliction of earthquake and fire, it is 
the United States which has rushed 
to the rescue. And we still look to 
Nicaragua as the country through 
wJUch we probably some day will 
build another canal from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. 


More than' a century of recurrent 


disorder preceded Nicaragua's last 
three years of comparative peace 
and progress. Warfare was both in- 
ternal and external. .About .20 years 
. ago. New York bankers took over 
the' 'country's tangled financial af- 
fairs and in 1912 the United States 
made its first large scale interven- 
tion, sending 2000 marines. When 
the main body of marines withdrew 
We left a 
legation guard which 


parked at Managua until 1925. The 
Nicaragruan revolution of recent 
memory Is that which followed the 
eoup d'etat of General Emiliano 
Chamorro in 1.926. 


President fled 


The elected president 
fled the 


country and Vice President Juan 
B. Sacasa, now minister to the 
United States, undertook to capture 
N Managua with an army commanded 


by General -Jose Moncada. 


After warfare causing consider- 


able property destruction and Inter- 
ference with the national economic 
We, the United States sent .Henry 
I*. Stimson to demand that both the 
advancing liberals and the conserv- 
atives lay down their arms and hold 
an election under marine super- 
vision. All • agreed except the ram- 
bunctious General Sandino, who has 
•trice given some trouble, and Mon- 
fcada was elected. He promptly be- 
>ah a vigorous effort to put the 
country on its feet. 


Conditions have not been any too 


•rood. Some guerilla warfare contin- 
ued and, much more importantly, 
the slump which has hit agriculture 
all over, the world dealt heavy blows 
to Nicaragua's coffee, banana, su- 
gar and cattle Industries. 


But the 
Moncada government 


•eexned to be making a remarkable 
amount of what is called progress 
in such backward countries. Public 
works were being pushed forward 
«n a large scale. 


Regains Control 


The government had regained 


•ontrol of Its bank and railroad and 
a new mortgage bank had been 
opened up for the aid of agriculture 
and industry, la. Loma, the fortress 
overlooking Managua which was al- 
ways the first goal of revolutionary 
movements because it so complete- 
ly dominated the city, was razed

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and a splendid presidential palace 
erected on its site.

This country had erected a fine 


new legation and commercial cor 
cerns had gono ahead rapidly will 
Improvements after the promise o 
continued peace had given them 
confidence. A road was begun t< 
lead from Managua to the Atlantli 
coast, through territory now virtu 
ally impassable, along with severa 
other important new roads. Kail 
road extensions were begun and 
dams here and there In the countrj 
for power and light systems. Al 
other ways and both determination 
and sacrifice on the part of Nicar- 
agua. 


The full effect of the destruction 


of Managua on the country's im 
mediate future cannot be told, bu 
it probably will be an Importan 
one. And with a history of revolu 
tions, wars, Interventions and eco 
nomic 
depression, 
it seems tha 


Nicaragua—now stricken by earth 
quake, fire and resultant distress— 
had had more than her share of the 
world's misery.
